come of Decemb er session of the coun­ 
cil Monday at Geneva, Switzerland. 
Germany ,

b y Gustav 
Stresemann, her foreign minister, is 
grieved 
that,

the Locarno 
treaty and the Reich’s entry into the 
League of Nations, 
the Allies 
still 
keep 80,000 troops 
in the Rhineland 
and still insist on interallied control of 
German armaments. 
Germany desires that allied control 
b e ab andoned and is willing to sub ­ 
stitute the 
right of investigation 
of 
German 
armaments b y 
the league. 
Such control does not offend German 
prestige. 
On their part the Allies, especially 
France, are worried over Germany ’s 
potential 
war strength, 
due to her

France deems the supreme question 
to b e that of security 
of her futuri 
generations against German aggres­ 
sion.

Monrovia, 
Calif.—The 
dream 
of 
South sea romance has b een shattered. 
The lure of tender graces that lias 
b een b uilt around the b elles of Sa­ 
moa has faded into the unsy mpathetic 
glare of hard facts as related recently 
b y Dr. Russell Pemb erton, Monrovia 
scientist, In an address b efore the Uni­ 
versity club . 
Most of the maids of Samoa are 
“untidy ,” Doctor Pemb erton declared, 
and b ecome very large in early life. 
On the island where the ob servatory 
is located, there are ab out 200 whites, 
700 half-casts, who claim equal stand­ 
ing, and a larger, b ut diminishing 
numb er of true natives. 
The Islands, he declared, have the 
most equab le climate in the world. 
The thermometer was never known to 
go ab ove 9 1 degrees, or b elow 72 de­ 
grees, day or night, winter or sum­ 
mer.

Rob ert Lewis Stevenson, the novel­ 
ist. who died and was b urled on these 
Islands, is regarded as a god b y the 
natives, the speaker said.

DAWES GETS READY 


New Go ld Treatment fo r 
T. B. Fo und at Berlin 
London, England.—Preliminary an­ 
nouncements of a new gold treatment 
for tub erculosis have reached this 
country ffom Berlin. 
Prof. Erich Leschke of the medical 
faculty of the University of Berlin 
has b een working with a new gold 
compound called “triphal,” according 
to the German correspondent of the 
medical journal. Lancet. 
Injections 
of one-quarter of a grain of the new 
compound are administered every four 
day s to patients in various stages of 
the disease, and it has also b een used 
b efore 
performing 
the 
operation 
known os pneumothorax, when there 
is a cavity in one lung and lesions 
in the other. Pnuemothorax is a proc­ 
ess whereb y one lung is collapsed to 
give the tub ercular lesions a chance to 
heal. 
The results so far are encouraging, 
according to Professor Leschke, b ut he 
is unwilling to giv* out more informa­ 
tion or make further statements un­ 
til the remedy has b een more com­ 
pletely tested.

Many regiments in the present-day 
army have songs and ballads pecul­ 
iarly their own, airs which are known 
as that p articular organization’s ver\ 
own. 
Some of these songs have been 
written especially or adap ted by the 
regimental band for state occasions 
Three regiments have distinctive bal­ 
lads set to the tunc* of “The Girl I 
Left Behind Me,” “Semper Fidel Is,” 
and “Annie Laurie.” 
One regiment, 
the Forty -second infantry , made up 
of enlisted men from Porto Rico, has 
for its march “Ecos de Borlnquen.' 
whose name indicates its origin. Bor 
inquen being the old Indian name 
fo r 
Porto Rico. 
Two organizations, the Thirty -fourth 
infantry and the Eleventh infantry , 
use a march called “Le Regiment dc 
Sambre et Meuse,” in commemoration 
of their having fought 
along those 
stream s in the World war. 
One regi­ 
ment, 
the Forty -fifth 
infantry , sta­ 
tioned in the Philiippines, has adopted 
a inarch 
of 
.Spanish origin called 
“AJerta Voluntaries.” 
Another regi­ 
ment uses the tune of the French “Na­ 
tional Defile March.” 
Among the many regimental marches 
several deserve special mention. 
The 
Seventh infantry , for instance, which 
has adopted “The Girl I Left Behind 
Me,” first heard this tune play ed by 
British bands during the battle of N* v 
Orleans in 1S15. 
When the band <>: 
the Seventh (then a fife and drum 
corps) caught the air, they play ed it 
also, and the tune was at once 
reco g­ 
nized as the regimental march of the 
Seventh infantry . 
The Seventh was 
the only regular army regiment in that 
battle, which was fought after th* 
Treaty o f Ghent had been signed. The 
words were given to the regiment by 
un Irish officer cap tured during the 
engagement. 
Legend of “Garry Owen.” 
“Garry Owen,” the 
stirring 
regi­ 
mental march of the Seventh United 
States cavalry , has a historic legend 
connected with its inception. 
In ISOs 
the troop ers of the Seventh were en­ 
gaged with hostile Chey ennes at W as­ 
hita, in what is now the state of Wy o­ 
ming. Attack was to be made at dawn 
on Chief Black Kettle’s Chey enne In­ 
dian village and a special signal for 
the concerted rush of the cavalry was 
necessary . 
“Garry Owen” was play ed 
for the first time upon that occasion 
and 
the blood-stirring 
air of that 
march carried the cavalry men into the 
ensuing action against the savage red­ 
skins. An Interesting historical episode 
in connection with this march is that 
it is known to have been General Cus­ 
ter’s favorite song and tune. 
At 5 a. 
m. en May 17, 1870, during the final 
p arade and review of the Seventh cav­ 
alry at Fort Lincoln, the regimental 
hand play ed this air. 
This was the 
march by which General Terry left the 
fort with the regiment on the expedi­ 
tion to the Little Pag Horn which \vu> 
to end in Custer's massacre. 
< >ne other regimental march worth 
calling attention to is that of the Ninth 
infantry . 
The march is called “The 
Old Ninth Infantry .” The music to this 
song came from the old light opera, 
"Sergeant Kitty ,” but the composer of 
the words is unknown. 
It is believed 
to have been first sung at a minstrel 
show given by the Ninth early in 
March, 19 07. 
Of late a custom has been intro­ 
duced at the United States Military 
academy at West P oint 
The cadet 
band play s vurious regimental marches 
at the p arades which the cadet corps 
particip ates In each evening during 
clement w eather and also at the band 
concerts 
on Suuday s and holiday s. 
The p urp ose of this custom is p ri­ 
marily to bring the future commis­ 
sioned officers of the army Into closer 
touch with the airs of the regiments 
to which they will be assigned later.

Monrovia, 
Calif.—The 
dream

by I >r. Russell Pemberton, Monrovia 
scientist, In an address before the Uni­ 
versity club.

New Gold Treatment for 
T. B. Found at Berlin 
London, Bogland.—Preliminary an­ 
nouncements of a new gold treatm ent 
for tuberculosis have reached this 
country ffora Berlin. 
Prof. Erich Leschke of the medical 
faculty of the University of Berlin 
has been working with a new gold 
compound called “triphal,’’ according 
to the German correspondent of the 
medical journal, Lancet. 
Injections 
of one-quarter of a grain of the new 
compound are administered every four 
days to patients In various stages of 
the disease, and It has also been used

known as pneumothorax, when there 
Is a cavity in one lung and lesions 
In the other.
